The Irish invincible Executed This Morning 
at Dublin.

Details of the Execution of the First of the 
Phoenix Park Murderers—Ten Thousand 
People Gathered Around the Prison— 
Brady’s Last Moments—His Crime, Trial 
and Personality. 


DuBLin, May 14.—Joe Brady was hanged at 
8 this morning. A vast concourse gathered out- 
side the prison yard in which Brady was exe- 
cuted. A strong force of cavalry, infantry 
and police was present to preserve order. 
No attempt at distubance was made, how- 
ever. The morning opens beaytifully, but 
there were showers about the time the ex- 


ecution took place. Brady rose at 6 o’clock, 
At 5:35 Canon Kennedy, of St. James’ 
Church and Father O'Reilly administered 
the sacraments to the condemned man. The 
three remained praying until the arrival of 
the hangman. Brady submitted quietly 
while his arms were being pinioned and 
walked slowly and unflinchingly to the 
scaffold. ‘The black flag indicating that the 
execution had taken place was hoisted over 
theprisonat three minutes past eight. Almost 
immediately after the flag was raised a 
hearse and coach with mourners were seen 
at a distance coming in the direction of the 
prison. ‘The police, however, interfered and 

reveuted the vehicles from approaching. 

here had been reports circulating that 
after the hanging of Brady his friends would 
endeavor to excite the people to a demon- 
stration by parading the empty hearse 
through the city. “ay 4 was Visited by his 
mother last evening.

His body fell nine feet and death was instan- 
taneous. Brady was dressed inthe same 
clothes he wore during his trial]. The num- 
ber of persons in the crowd outside the jail, 
it is estimated, reached ten thousand.” The 
throng is said to have been even greater 
than any of those which collected wnen the 
executions were public. Atthe moment a 

black flag was seen over the jail the cry was 
raised of “‘Hats off,’’ and every head was un- 
-covered. The crowd shortly afterwards dis- 
persed guietly. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury was that 
Brady’s death was caused by a rupture of 
the spinal cord. A juryman stated that the 
features of the dead man were slightly swol- 
Jen, and his eyes protruded. His tongue was 
half cut in two between his teeth.

Judge O’Brien said 
to the prisoner: “Have you anything to say 
why sentence of death should not now be 
pronounced on you?” 

Brady responded in a loud, clear and firm 
voice: “lam not guilty of the charge which 
informers have sworn onme. These men 
would swear away the life of anyone to save 
their own.” 

Sentence was then pecpennced that on the 
l4th of May Joseph Brady be hangea. After 
the sentence yy who had recovered his 
composure, rose in his seat, and with solemn 
vehemence protested his innocence of the 
crime. After making a last disclaimer he 
was hurried from the court-room by ofii- 
cers. From this position he has never re-

A GAME AT CRAPS. 


Probable Marder on the Levee—A 
Roustabout Shoots Another this Morn- 
ing. 

A shooting affray, whieh is likely to re- 
sult fatally and add another murder to the 
criminal records of the city, occurred on the 
Levee this morning, About 8 o'clock, two 
negroes, Wm. Johnson and Buford 
Sykes, had a game of craps in 
the crap house kept by. Jesse Woods and 
Jim English on the Levee, just south of 
Olive street. Sykes won $150 from John- 
son, and after the game Sykes went out and 
walked down to the barber shop at 304 
Levee. Johnson followed Sykes into the 
barber shop and demanded the money 
back, which Sykes refused, whereupon 
an altercation took place, and alter a few 
words had passed between them on the pave- 
ment Johnson drew a revolver and fired. 
Sykes clinched his opponent, and Jolnson 
attempted to shvot again, but, failing,clubbed 


the “revolver and beat Sykes qver 
the head until bystanders interfered, 
and took the Weapon from him. 


Officer Hickey, seeing the crowd rushing to 
the spot, appeared on the seene, and, sound- 
ing the alarm tor the patrol wagon, took 
Johnson to the Chestnut street station, where 
he was locked up. Sykes was conveyed to 
the Dispensary and from there Was taken to 
the City Hospital. . 

‘There was intense excitement on the Levee 
after the shooting, and if the patrel wagon 
had not appeared when it did, Johnson 
would probably have received rough hand- 
ling frum the mob, as the shveoting appeared 
to be a cold-blooded, brutal deed. A 
Post-DispaTci reporter visited the scene of 
the shooting a short time after it 
oceurred, and obtained the following accoun## 
of the occurrence. 

Jim Brown, a barber at 304, saw the whole 
affair. He says Sykes came down to the 
shop from the crap house and was telling 
him-about the game when Johnson came li 
and asked Sykes to give him back half of 
the $1 50 he had won, but Sykes refused, say- 
ing, ‘you don’t give me anything when you 
win,” and went out of the shop. Johnson 
followed him to the pavement, and he heard 
them talking ina loud tone of voice. Just 
as he got to the door he heard Johnson 


say: “I'll shoot you, don’t you think 
1 will?” and pulled a revolver. Sykes 
threw out his hands and 


said *‘Don’t shoot me; but he had no more 
got the words out of his mouth when John- 
son leveled the revolver and fired. Sykes 
clinched him to preveut his firing again, and 
after a struggle Johnson commenced 
to beat him ~over the head with 
the revolyer When the bystanders in- 
terfered. ‘The other men in the shop 
corroborated this story. W. M. House, a 
roustabout, g@ho also saw the fight, told the 
reporter substantially the same tacts. House 
also saw the game from which the quarrel 
resulted, and said that Johnson and some of 
his pals were attempting to beat Sykes out 


of his money aud Sykes beat 
them out of $1 50. After the game 
he says, Sykes went out and Johnson 


stepped behiud the bar for a moment, and 
coming out asked, ‘Where did that —- —— 
goto’’” He then fvullowed him out with 
the above result. The weapon used was an 
ugly-looking revolver of the British buil- 
dog pattern, 44-caliber.

is a powerfully young negro, 
about twenty-one years of age, 
and is reported to be a hard case. He

THE EVENERS SYSTEM. 


Important Decisions for Live Stock 
Shippers—The Rothschild Case. 


_ Judge Adams this morning rendered an 
important decision ia favor of the Wabash, 
St. Louis and Pacific Railroad Company in 
the Leopold Rothschild case. The court 
says: “A railroad can not be allowed to dis. 
criminate between its patrons so as 


to charge one person a greater sum 
of money than it charges another 
for the same _ service, and when such 


discriminating charges have been made and 
paid, the shipper paying the greater charge, 
may recover from the railroad the surplus 
paid by him, over and above what the rail- 
road ha8S charged at the same time and for 
the same service to any other shipper. The 
plaintiff need not prove that the charge 
made to him is unreasonably large, further. 
than to show that it is larger than is charged 
to another for the Same service. When this 
fact is shown he makes a case of unlawful 
discrimination against himself and may re- 
cover against the railroad the amount of the 


overcharge. The presumption is indulged 
that a _ railroad charges no _ shipper 
less than a reasouable price _ for 


service rendered. In this case the plainti(f 
on the evidence has not made acase against 
the railroad company. The petition charged 
that between August, 1877, and January, 
1878, the plaintiff shipped over the Wabash 
Railroad from East St. Louis to Jersey City 
247 cars of live stock; that the company re- 
ceived $130 a car for transportation. During 
the same time itis alleged that the company 
carried for Morris, Allerton & Eastman, 
under what is called the ‘svener’s system,’ 
their cattle for $60 a car forthe same dis- 
tance. The evidence submitted by the plain 
tiff to,prove his case was very uncertain 
and unsatisfactory. The evidence showed 
that an agent of the company fixed the rate 
from East St. Louis to Jersey City, but such 
fact of itself did not constitute a contract for 
through carriage, when, as the evidence 
showed, the company’s road extended only 
to Toledo, O., and there were several con- 
necting lines employed to make the transpor- 
tation to Jersey City. There was no evidence 
that the company received the $130 per car 
as charged. On the contrary the proof shows 
that the same was paid by the plaintiff’s 
agent to the last conneciing line at Jersey 
City after the cattle had arrived. It did not 
appear that the Wabash Cumpany charged 
to Morris, Allerton & Eastman any less 
Sum than $130 a car for transportation to 
Jersey City. The proof failed to connect the 
company with the eveners system during 
the time that the shipments were made. - lt 
was not shown satisfactorily that the ser- 
vice rendered to DMorris,Eastman &Alilerton 
at $115 per car was the Same service that was 
rendered to the plaintiff at $130. ‘The even- 
ers, Morris, Allerton & Eastman, were, 
by a standing contract with the trunk 
lines leading into New York, required 
to ship attimes andin quantities so as to 
keep the percentage of tonnage of ali live 
stock, whether shipped by them or others 
into New York,at a certain figure as between 
the three trunk lines leading into New York, 
to-wit, soas to give the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral Railroad 374%, the New York Central 
5742 and the Erie Kailroad 25 per cent 
of all such tonnage. ‘Lhis imposed a burden 
upon Messrs. Morris, Allerton & Eastman 
which rendered the service to them quite 
different and jess valuable than that rendered 
to the plaintiff. This evening up of the east- 
bound tonnage Was recompensed by a com- 
mission of 315 per car of ail such tonnage, 
and this was the difference which the plain- 
tiff claimed so far as his shipment of 247 cars 
was concerned. The court is of the opinion 
that he cannot revover.”’

THE GAWTRY CASE 


Set for Trial in the Criminal Court Af.- 
ter Two Years. 


To-day the Wm. M. Gawtry perjury case 
was docketed in the Criminal Court. This 
is one of the oldest cases now pending in the 
court. The case grew out of a civil transac- 
tion which was begun in 1877. At that time 
Mrs. Annie E. Gawtry, the wife of the de- 
fendant arraigned to-day, acting for the ben- 
efit of her husband, borrowed $10,077 from 


Toby N. Johnson, of Columbus, Miss. The 
note was made payable two _ years 
after date and was endorsed by 


Annie E. Gawtry as binding her separate es- 
tate. The note was drawn in New Jersey, 
and under the law of that State the publica- 
tion of this provision on the note was deem- 


ed necessary. At the expiration of the time 
indicated on the face of the note the sum 
was not paid, and in 1880a civil suit to recov- 
er the sum was instituted in the St. Louis 
Cireult Court and tried before Judge 
Adams. During the trial of that cause 
Mr. Gawtry swore to certain facts, and 
among others to the statement. that 
the verbal indorsement was written after 
the signature was aflixed. On these state- 
ments the plaintiffs in the suit went before 
the Grand wars and secured an indictment 
for perjury. By some unexplained mistake 
the witnesses for the State were not notified 
of the last setting of the case, but they were 
on hand to-day. Messrs. Lodge and John- 
son appear as special counsel for the State 
and Messrs. Normile and John M. Krum for 


the defendant. Wim. M. Gawtry, 
the defendant, is nearly sixty 
years of age and _ reported tod be 
weil fixed financially.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 

Samples of wheat from Boone county, Mo., 
were shown on the floor to-day, and looked 
healthy and forward. Two weeks ago, it is said, 
the farmer started to plow this wheat up; now 
they belfeve it will produce fifteen bushels to the 
acre.——McCormickx & Beebe, of Chicago, in their 
Saturday’s circular letter, say: ‘“‘Weestimate the 
probable yield of the winter wheat in Illinols at 
50 per cent.; Indiana and Ohio 55, Kentucky and 
Kansas 80, Tennessee 75, and Missouri 70 per 
cent. Based on last year’s crop, our figures would 
make a shortage in the States named of about 
80,000,000 bu. We make no estimate of New York 
and Michigan, but we do not consider ourselves 


alarmists in stating that itis quite probable that 
fhe shortage on the entire crop of winter wheat 
will reach 100,000,000 bu.—Whitsuntiae and no 
markets in Liverpool to-day or to-norrow.——To- 
ledo’s stock of wheat to-day 1,322,999 bu, of corn 
570,700 bu, and of oats 64,439 bu—a decrease of 
of 192,933 bu in Wheat, and an increase of 91,776 
bu in corn: oats about same as last Monday. 

New York’s stock this morning was 2,733,528 bu 
wheat, 550,916 bu corn, 193.387 bu oats, and 44,879 
bu rye, showing a falling off during week of 
138.845 bu wheat, 48,427 bu corn, 9,654 bu oats, and 
48,202 bu rye.—— Wiiwaukee stock of wheat has 
increased 84,737 bu to 1,352,727 bu, and corn 25,958 
bu to 42,175.——A fine promising head of wheat 
was shown by J. W. Broth & Sons to-day asa 
specimen of the Wheat growing in Southern hen- 
tucky.

Tae visit of the Chicago Turners to St. 
- Louis will goa great way towards redeeming 
that wicked city from the@nusavory repute it 
has acquired from the prevalence there of 
the baser classes; it will prove to our people 
that if Chicago has a great many undesirable 
citizens it has also a goodly number of the 
very best classes, who are represented by 
our trim-built, strong-bodied, strong-minded 
visitors. The Turners are not merely an 
aristocracy of wuscle; their association has 
for its motive the idea that a healthy body 
is the home of a healthy mind, and that the 
spirit of liberty dwells most securely among 
those whose strong arms are prepared to de- 
fend their rights. We doubt whether there 
is another body of men who can show a rec- 
ord of more patriotism and less crime than 
the Turnvereins of this country, and those 
are especially entitled to honorablé mention 
who haye resisted successfully the corrup- 
tions and allurements of Chicago. 

In demanding the extradition of Irish con- 
spirators on the ground that the Phenix 
Park murders were not political crimes, the 
British Ministers will be heavily handi- 

capped by their own official utterances as 


well as by their repressive special legislation 
forlIreland. Their whole policy has gone 
upon the idea that all the troubles and 
crimes in Ireland since the Land League 
agitation began were not ordinary but ex- 
traordinary outbreaks of a political origin 
and nature, incidental to a political agita- 
tion instigated and maintained from this 
country. in regard to the bill for the pre- 
vention of crimes in Ireland, Foster said in 
his speechiast year: “These are the first 
political assassinations that we have had in 
our country for centuries; these are the 
first assassinations we have had for 
centuries upon the ground of avowed politi- 
cal movement.” This was the ground 
on which the Ministers asked Parliament to 
confer extraordinary powers and devise new 
machinery for the repression of Irish crimes. 
It was on this ground that the habeas cor- 
pus privilege was suspended in that un- 
happy country, while arrests on suspicion 
and private examinatiens before a juge 
d’instruction were legalized to place the life 
and liberty of every “‘suspect” at the mercy 
of the Government. Confronted with her 
own Official recognition of the political na- 
ture of the crimes she lays at the door of 
Irish refugees in America, and with her own 
record in the matter of extradition, England 
will fina herself most awkwardly hampered 
in calling on us to surrender her Irish fugi- 
tives to be dealt with by the extraordinary 
machinery which she is now operating 
avowedly for the repression of an epidemic 
of political crimes in Ireland. 


THE CITY’S MASTERS. 

It has been decided by the evidence of 
fact that when a street railway company 
wishes to lay rails in the street in violation 
of a city ordinance, all that it has to do is to 
lay the rails before the slow machinery of 
the City Government applies fcr an injunc- 
tion, and then it will be let alone; in other 
words, all that is needed to secure immunity 
for a violation of city ordinance is that the 
violation should be complete and successful. 
To all those citizens who are not so fortunate 
as to be either managers of the street railroad 
companies or salaried officers of the city itmay 
seem thatadefiance of the city Ordinances 
should be more emphatically rebuked under 
those circumstances, but the laying of an il- 
legal rail, merely as an experiment, is but a 
trifling illustration of the impunity with 
which these favored corporations ride over 
the city figuratively as well as literally. 

The Union Depot Railway Company, when 
it made a temporary change of track from 
Ninth to ['welfth street, gave a bond in the 
enormous sum of $25 to remove the tempor- 
ary track when ordered to do so. It was or- 
dered to do soand refused, It was ordered 
again to comply with its agreement, 
and condescended to resume its former line 
of route, butthe abandoned rails are still 
obstructing the street, the bond of $25 has 
never been enforced, the Street Commis- 
sioner lives in happy unconsciousness ana 
the railway company is master of the situa- 
tion. As soonasit has any use for the ald 
iron it will probably take it away, but not 
before, 


THE LAW AND THE TRIAL. 

Of the millions of people who have closely 
read the evidence day after day in the trial 
going on at Harrodsburg, there is probably 
no one who doubts that the prisoner was 
guilty of willful and premeditated murder. 
Yet itis also probable that one-half of the 
adult male citizens within a radius of five 
hundred miles around Harrodsburg think 
that the murderer ought to be acquitted if 
the defense can prove, as they are trying to 
prove, that the murdered man had previously 
“ined the wife of the mufderer in a drunken 
spree and committed adultery with her. 

This is popular sentiment among a certain 
class in the community, and the question is 
whethera legal trial In any State in this 
country should be decided by popular senti- 
ment or by the law. This is really the great 
question at issue in the Taompson trial. It 
isa question which the defease wish to set- 
tle by subverting the law, but it is a question 
which not one of the sentimental defenders 
of the chivalrous side of murder dare to face 
openly or to accept in all its consequences. 


Courts are not’ established, Judges 
are not chosen, the machinery of 
justice is not set in motion to 


carry out the caprices of popular sentiment, 
but to enforce laws publicly enacted, and 
supported by the legal and constitutional 
authorities. To substitute sentiment for the 
law is todegrade the whole system of justice 
to the brutality of a lynching mob and to 
make the commonwealth and the commun- 
ities accessory in the murder they refuse to 
punish. 

This is what a court of law is trying to do 
in Kentucky to-day, and we repeat that 
those who are its accomplices in the crime 
would not dare to avow in principle what 
they are about to carry out in practice. 
They are about to make adultery a defense 
for murder, but not one of them would advyo- 
cate the enactment of a statute giving to 
the husband the clear and legal right to kill 
any one who had committed adultery with 
his wife. They would not dare to do this; 
yet this is the least that should be done if 
the State is to be redeemed from the dis- 
grace of witnessing its whole judicial system 
prostituted to the work of setting aside and 
trampling on the law which it was estab- 
lished to enforce. 


THE CYCLONE CITY. 
We regret the loss and damage to our 
neighbor city of Kansas City, but at the 
some time we cannot refrain from remarking | 
that it has for years been an article of faith | 
in that growing burg that no cyclone could 
reach it. It was whirlwind-proof, and while 
cyciones might ravage the filds and forests 
around they would never dare to invade the 
sacred precincts of the city limits. This 
was something more than on article of faith ; 


demonstrated. The newspapers of Kansas 
City have periodically written articles dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years showing how 
a cyclone, if it should strike the 
city, would glide off like water from a duck’s 
back; her scientific gents have proved from 
the configuration of the country, and from 
deep meteorological data, that there could 
be no cycloné; real estate agents wanted to 
put cyclone guarantees in deeds to property ; 
the stranger on his way from the Union De- 
pot to’ the hotel was bored with the abso- 
lutely unassailable position occupied by 
Kansas City, but now it appears that when 
a cyclone comes along, anid Kansas City 
happens to bein its way, it knocks things 
around with as little ceremony as if it had 
not read the editoriais in the Kansas City 
papers, nor the articles of tha scientific gents, 
nor listened to the arguments of the strect 
corner philosopher. If the visitation of the 
storm shall have the effect of silencing the 
vaunts of the mistaken citizens of Kansas 
City, and of giving usa rest on the subject 
of her weather-proof condition, the loss will 
not be wholly without compensation.

THE TARIFF ISSUE. 

The interview with HorRaATIo SEYMOUR, 
published in the newspapers yesterday and 
given go the public all over the United States, 
is a timely contribution to the cause of na- 
tional politics. The period is rapidly ap- 
proaching in which the two great national 
parties will be called on to renew their pro- 
fessions of faith, and it is especially import- 
ant for the Democratic party to understand 
accurately what it proposes to do, and to ar- 
rive ata sound conclusion as to the exact 
line of policy which will harmonize all the 
varying shades of opinion on the only ques- 
tion which now claims importance as a 
political issue. Ifthe repetition of past mis- 
takes should give the impression that Democ- 
racy saw nothing morein a national election 
than a chance to get one party out of power 
and to put another party in power, the peo- 
ple would very naturally decline to make s0 
great a change for so trivial a reason. If, on 
the other hand, the Democracy can show 
that it has an intelligent and acceptable 
policy to carry out in relation to the 
great questions of tariff and revenue it, wiky 
have every reason to expeet an honorable 
victory. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Sey 
moUR has correctly indicated the path of 
Democracy in insisting that its policy should 
be a revenue tariff. This is a policy which 
does not involve any menace to the mauu 
dacturing interests of this county. No 
change of administration would justify the 
Government in ruining industries which 
the Government has created. The present 
position of the great manufacturing interests 
has been determined not so much by the 
natural development of our resources as by 
the artificial influence of legislation, and the 
universal sense of common justice would re- 
ject any proposition to make sudden and 
violent changest to he prejudice of these in- 
terest. When we speak of a revenue tariff we 
mean a tariff which contributes to our rey- 
enue by duties chiefly on manufactured pro- 

ucts which enter into competition with our 
own manufactures. In the existing conditions 
of our foreign import trade with relation to 
our manufacturing industries and our rev- 
enue requirements, such a tariff is as far re- 
moved from the extreme of protection on 
one hand as it is from the extreme of free 
trade on the other. It is the winning policy, 
because it is the just and sensible policy. 

But, as Mr. SEYMOUR remarks, the need of 
the party is harmony, and it remains to be 
seen how near the Democracy of Kentucky 
and Texas can come to harmonizing with 
the Democracy of Indiana and Pennsylvya- 
nia. Two very favorable assurancos are 
given by the situation itself. In the first 
place there are many evidenees that defeat 
has chastened the party, and it is disposed 
to listen to the counsels of prudence and of 
a wise selfishness, and, in the second place, 
there is a nearer approach to harmony 
among the Democrais than among the Re- 
publicans. Itis true that the latter have a 
very convenient way of ignoring such 
trifles as principles when they stand in 
the way of success, and they prefer to 
win the general battle first and then settle 
internal disputes, but they are so widely 
dividedin opinionas to give to the Demo- 
cratsa most favorable opportunity of re- 
cruiting from their ranks, and it does not 
need many recruits to decide the battle. A 
few thousand votes in a few doubtful States 
are all that is needed to put an end to the 
merely accidental supremacy of the Republi- 
can minority in national affairs, and the 
Democrat who does not understand that the 
importance of a general victoPy outweighs 
all minor considerations belongs to the class 
who, having eyes, see nut, and who, having 
ears, hear not.

UPSET IN THE BAY. 


‘Commodore Fish’s New Yacht 
Caughtin a Squall. 


_ — 


An Unparalleled Storm in New York Bay—Mr. 
Fish and the Crew Rescued with Some Diffi- 
culty. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 14.—The new schooner 
yacht Grayling, belonging to ex-Commodore 
Latham A. Fish, of the Atlantic Yacht 
Club, while sailing iu the lower bay yester- 
day, was struck by a puff of wind (called 
technically a twister), from the westward, 
and upset. Those on board of her were res- 
cued by boats from the schooner-yacht 
Montauk, which was sailing in company 
with the Grayling at the time of the acci- 
dent. Commodore Fish and guests were 
picked up by a _ tug-boat and landed 
at the wharf of the Coast Wrecking Company 
at Staten Island. Her trial trip down the bay 
was made Saturday afternoon. When ina 
fresh breeze she seemed to possess more than 
oidinary stability. Yesterday’s excursion 
was to enable the sail-maker, Mr. John Saw- 
yer,to observe the set of the sails and decide 
if any alterations were necessary. Besides 
the sail-maker there were on board only her 
owner with, 

A COUPLE OF FRIENDS, 
and the captain and crew. She left 
her anchorage off the Atlantic 


Club basin at about 11 o’clock a.m. Witha 
fresh breeze and flood tide she reached the 
anchorage off. Stapleton Island, where the 
schooner yacht Montauk lay at anchor. Mr. 
Platt got his schooner under way, and the 
two yachts under low sails and working top 
sails ran through the narrows side ae side. 
As the lower bay opened out the wind came 
in strong gusts from the west, and the two 
yachts went flying down over the flood 
tide at a tremendous pace. ‘The 
performance of the new yacht was 
extremely satisfactory. ‘The superior length 
of the Montauk, however, told in her favor, 
and when off the Upper Hospital Island she 
was alength ahead. Never was there less 
appearance of danger than when the two 
boats, close together, ran down past the Is- 
land. The day was beautiful, the water 
smooth as a pond, and the breeze, though 
fresh, was only a “‘whole sail breeze.” <At 
12:15 o’clock the captain and crew went be- 
low to dinner, Mr. Fish, who is an exper- 
ienced yachtsman, remaining on deck at the 
wheel. All who | 
ARE FAMILIAR 
with the bay at this season of the year know 
the liability to sudden puffs that always ex- 
ists with a westerly wind. An old fisherman 
expressed it yesterday. ‘“‘It comes right out 
in solid chunks, and you can’t be too keerful 
when running down with one of these here 
westerly winds.”’ Suddenly the sun became 
obscured and the bay took on a green white- 
ness, While with a rush and roar came the 
mighty wind. Capt Joe Ellsworth, who was 
at the helin of the Montauk, had been 
watching the weather for some time, and 
just before the puff reached the yacht he or- 
dered everything let go by the run. Com- 
mander Fish, confident in the extraordinary 
stability of his yacht, did not even call his 
crew from dinner. ‘The gust struck the 
Grayling with great force. She “took the 
bit tn her teeth,” as a seaman would say, 
and came to, the helm not pdeing up quick 
enough to check her. There could 
be but one _ result. The sheets 
being off, the main boom dragged in the 
water, as the yacht heeled and prevented her 
coming to enough to bring the wind to for- 
ward of the beam, and the head sails, which 
had been hanging becalmed with sheets 
hauled flat aft to keep them from slatting, 
felt suddenly the full 
FORCE OF THE WIND 
and pressed the yacht further and further 


over ou her side. Her bulwarks 
are of more than ordinary height, 
and those leeward held confined 


an enormous weight of water and made the 
efforts of the noble vessel to right herseif 
still more hopeless, and at last she lay upon 
ber beam ends with her sails spread out 
flat upon the water. Those on board of the 
vacht scrambled upon her upper side with- 
out even wetting their feet. Commodore 
Fish was sitting near the wheel, and as the 
vacht went over slid to leeward and got wet. 


The cook stayed too long below. trying 
to save his dishes and had to 
be hauled u out of the 


p 
forescuttie. The Montauk’s boats took all 
hands off. The Grayling floated for fully 
twenty minutes, amd finally sank in five 
fathoms of water, directly off the Lower 
Hiospital Island. Mr. Fishsaid: “I mustex- 
press my thanks to Capt. Platt, of the Mon- 
taux, for his prompt assistance and kindly 
succor. Ihave contracted with Mr. W. E. 
Chapman, who recently raised the pilot-boat 
Annie Patterson, 
TO RAISE MY YACHT, 

and I expect to have her afloat in a couple of 
days.” 

“You don’t consider that the acciaent oc- 
eurred from any fault in the boat?’ 

‘‘Noy more than it would be the faultof a 
town in the West to be destroyed by a _ tor- 
nado. Ihave no fault to find with the boat. 
She showed great speed, sailed splendidly 
and was hunting the Montauk very close. I 
am delighted with the performance of the 
yacht and expect many a glorious sail in her 
ret s* 


Capt. Frank Baker, of the sloop yacht 
Gracie, reported that his yacht was struck 


b the same gust. He said 
Mr. Fish needn’t feel chagrined 
that his yacht went down. ‘The wind was 
terrific. Everything was swept cicar from 


our deck. Thecabin filled with water. It 
was as much good luck as management that 
saved us from going over. I never heard of 
such a wind in New York Bay.”
